FEW LETTERS FOR GERMANS

Lifting of Censorship Finds Only 200
Sending Notes to Teutons

Notwithstanding that mail is now per-

mitted to go to any part of firrmany
without passing through censorship,
only a few hundred persons hac availed
themselves of the opportunity. aicordiiiR
to Superintendent of Mails V. Johnson,
who nsserts that in pre-w- days at
least 1000 letters were received dnily
at the central postoffice nml its branch
stations. Today, however, less than n
fifth is being received.

Mr, Johnson explains that few com-

mercial letters are being sent to y

because of the unsettled condi-

tions of trade.
A limited number nf parcel post pnek-nge- s

nre being forwarded.
The bnn on nionej orders still pre-

vails, and the PostofEcfiie Pepnrtmetit,
according to local officials, will not lift
these until about three weeks Inter.
This is clue to the instability of Cier-ma- n

credit and their monetary exchange
valuation being in an unsettled condi-
tion.
